1 . Claims 1 -33 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statements of reason for allowance: The examiner 
has found that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or suggest or render 
obvious the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added limitations as 
recited in independent claims and subsequent dependent claims. The prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest a method for managing forwarding information in a router 
having a distributed architecture including a plurality of routing nodes comprising the 
steps of forming an aggregation tree corresponding to each routing node, the 
aggregation tree including actual nodes corresponding to forwarding information of each 
routing node and virtual nodes for aggregating forwarding information of each routing 
node, determining whether to advertise the forwarding information to other routing 
nodes by analyzing the aggregation tree and making a determination to advertise the 
forwarding information to the other routing nodes when the fonA/arding information 
added/deleted was created in a local area of a predetermined/corresponding routing 
node, and determining whether to store the forwarding information in the local 
forwarding table of the predetermined routing node by analyzing the aggregation tree 
and making a determination to store the forwarding information in the forwarding table 
of the predetermined routing node when the forwarding information added/deleted was 
not created in a local area of the predetermined/corresponding routing node.
